Contrary to reports that seem 
to be in circulation in

Sexton hospital, which has been 
purchased by the city , has been 
given a sweeping approval 
by 
various state departments. 
These state departments were 
called here by

before completing the details in 
connection with the sale of the 
institution to the city . 
Reports 
went out that taxpay ers or res­ 
idents had filed complaints with 
the State Fire Marshal’s office, 
because the building is a frame 
structure. 
May or 
Bebout 
investigated 
these reports and found 
that 
rso complaint was ever 
filed 
with the state department, and 
in order to set at rest 
these 
wild rumors he requested 
that 
the various departments 
con­ 
duct an investigation into 
the 
building, which was done. 
The departments represented 
were the state building bureau 
and the fire m arshal’s 
office. 
The inspection was made in de­ 
tail and Mr. Graham from the 
hre m arshal’s office paid a most 
complimentary tribute to

city for making the 
purchase, 
declaring that

fice of the state printing board 
is a scene of activity as prepar­ 
ations are made for sending out 
election supplies to each of the 
counties in the state. 
Officials in the counties have 
been asked to send in a list of 
the number of precincts in their 
counties, as several have report­ 
ed changes in the 
boundaries 
aod number. 
A total of 
2,000,000 
ballots 
must be printed for the 
state, 
sample state, and 
presidential 
elector vote. The 
number 
is 
based on the fact that 1,9 00,000 
vere cast in the last 
election, 
two y ears ago. 
Many questions as to 
the 
length of residence 
required 
have been received by the state 
board of election commissioners. 
The public also is not fully in 
formed on the recent repeal of 
thè registration law. 
Six months in the state, 60 
day s in the county , and 30 day s 
in the precinct are the residence 
qualifications. 
Registration 
is 
not necessary , but the voter may 
save the trouble of 
answering 
challenges if he sees th at 
his 
name is on the poll books of 
each party before election time. 
The absent voters law 
has 
been repealed. All voting must 
be ‘ in person” this y ear.

Langley Field, Va., Sept. 28— 
(U.R)—Bombing 
airplanes, 
the 
greatest enemy of communica­ 
tions and supply services in war­ 
time, are able to fly more and 
more surely in fog and darkness. 
Perfected and prospective de­ 
velopments of flying load, speed 
and navigation devices in large 
airplanes havo transformed the 
bombing plane from an unwield- 
ly “crate” dropping a few “eggs * 
100 or 200 miles from its base in­ 
to a major weapon of warfare, 
according to air corps officers, 
who are leading in this branch 
of national 
defense researcn 
here. 
New planes which the 
army 
will have nex t year will be able 
to carry a ton or more of bombs 
16 000 feet,—more than 
three 
miles—up in the air, carry them 
from 200 to 300 miles and drop 
them. The present planes canpot 
operate much higher than two 
miles. The 
additional 
altitude 
will enable them more easily to 
dodffe the 
“archies"—anti-air­ 
craft guns. 
Radio 
beacons, 
gyroscopic 
controls, new compasses and in­ 
dications, and possibly even 
a 
fog or smoke-disseminating de­ 
vice to clear away artificial or 
natural barriers to vision of the 
airm an’s target, are likely to be 
used in the wars of the future, 
the military prophets foresee 
With such devices, a group of 
bombers could 
set 
out 
high 
above the clouds or at night and 
fly unseen to their destination, 
never descending once to locate 
their course or to betray them ­ 
selves to enemy scouts. Then a 
fog disseminator could 
clear 
away the vision for a trem en­ 
dous attack, before 
defending 
planes could leave the earth to 
repel it. 
One of the most vaunted de­ 
fenses against bombers, a very 
delicate “mechanical ear,” can 
be rendered totally ineffective by 
the process of sending a single 
scout plane flying close to the 
earth nearby. The noise of the 
nearer plane prevents the micro­ 
phone mechanism from 
ascer­ 
taining the ex act direction 
of 
the approaching bombers,

A PAVING PROPOSITION 
A rousing meeting of more than 200 busi­ 
ness, professional men, and farm ers of Fay ette 
and Franklin counties was held this week in 
Connersville when a movement was launched 
to secure the paving of the State highway be­ 
tween Brookville and Connersville. 
The meeting was attended by state highway 
officials, and there was a practical assurance 
th a t this highway would be included in the pav­ 
ing program nex t y ear. 
The people of Rushviile and Rush county 
should not be asleep when issues of this kind 
are taking place. 
Newcastle people are 
now 
launching a similar plan to obtain the paving of 
state road three, by having it relocated through 
Spiceland, south to the national road. 
Rushviile clubs should get behind and com­ 
bine with the farm ers north of here and have 
the pavem ent ex tend on south into this county , 
eventually on to Greensburg. 
If state road three 
was paved south from Newcastle to Rushviile, it 
would open up a paved highway from th at sec­ 
tion of the state into Cincinnati and bey ond. 
Through combined effort and working in co­ 
operation, there is no reason why a paved route 
north and south through Rush county could not 
be obtained and built by the state. 


Townships do not falter in building $100,000 
schools, while fire protection for every piece of 
property in any township could be offered 
at 
one-tw entieth of th a t cost. 


RURAL FIRE PROTECTION 
Three fires this week in Rush county call a t­ 
tention again to the great fire hazard th at ex ists 
in rural districts, when people are compelled to 
stand hopelessly by and watch their property 
disappear in flames and smoke. 
No m atter how careful one may be, fire has 
a most unwelcome m anner of pay ing visits, not 
only in cities where they have fire protection, but 
also in the rural districts. 
The three 
dwellings th at burned in 
Rush 
county this week resulted in a loss, moderately 
placed at $13,000. 
This is the price th at the city 
of Rushviile paid for one of its fire pumpers. 
The largest or finest piece of fire apparatus is 
worthless in the country unless a water supply is 
available. 
Farm ers who pride 
themselves in 
ber.utiful homes and ex cellent judgm ent in crops 
and live stock, should also provide some means 
to combat their most costly foe—the fire demon. 
Large cisterns, 
filled from the 
rainfall, 
would do much to provide water. Each township, 
under a 1927 law, can provide fire fighting eq uip­ 
m ent, and there is little doubt but w hat money 
spent for th at purpose would soon pay for itself 
m any times over by reducing the annual loss of 
thousands of dollars in this county . 


DO GOOD WHILE WE LIVE 
There comes a time in the life of every man, 
who has acq uired 
much of this world’s goods, 
when he begins to wonder w hat disposition he 
shall make of his possessions after he has no 
further use for them . 
Men and women, who have no heirs with

y ear of 19 20 the cost of liv ing 
was hig her than at any other 
time, before or since. That was 
the y ear of the first of the last 
two Republican landslides and the 
v oters turned .out the party in 
power. 
It seems * likely * that ' many 
v oters' were g ood and sore about 
the hig h cofet of liv ing and that 
if running ex penses had been low­ 
er than usual at the time the Dem­ 
ocrats still mig ht be in control. 
But this is only speculation based 
on the assumption that the av er­ 
ag e v oter reacts politically accord­ 
ing to what happens to be biting 
him most and worst, without par­ 
ticular reg ard for basic causa­ 
tions.

Perfected and prospective de- 


velopments of flying load, speed 
and navigation devices in large 
airplanes have transformed the 
bombing plane from an.unwield- 
ly "crate" dropping a few "eggs-' 
100 or 200 miles from its base in- 
to a major weapon of warfare, 
according to air corps officers, 
who are leading in this branch 
of national 
defense research 


here. 


New planes which the army 


will have next year will be able 
to carry a ton or more of bombs 
16000 feet,—more than three 
miles—up in the air, carry them 
from 200 to 300 miles and drop 
them. The present planes cannot 
operate much higher than two 
miles. The additional altituda 
will enable them more easily v to 
dodee the "archies"—anti-air- 
craft euns. 


Radio 
beacons, 
gyroscopic 


controls, new compasses and in- 
dications, and possibly even a 
fog or smoke-disseminating de- 
vice to clear away artificial • or 
natural barriers to vision of the 
airman's target, are likely to be 
used in- the wars of the future, 
the military prophets foresee.

bombers could set 
out high

north and south through Rush county could not 
be obtained and built by the state.

RURAL FIRE PROTECTION 


Three fires this week in Rush county call at- 


tention again to the great fire hazard that exists 
in rural districts, when people are compelled to 
stand hopelessly by and watch their property 
disappear in names and smoke. 


No matter how careful one may be, fire has 


a most unwelcome manner of paying visits, not 
only in cities where they have fire protection, but 
also in the rural districts. 


The thrie dwellings that burned in Rush 


county this week resulted in a loss, moderately 
placed at $13,000. This is the price that the city 
of Rushville paid for one of its -fire pumpers. 
The largest or finest piece of fire apparatus is 
worthless in the country unless a water supply is 
available. 
Farmers who pride themselves in 


beautiful homes and excellent judgment in crops 
and live stock, should also provide some means 
to combat their most costly foe—the fire demon. 


Large cisterns, filled from the 
rainfall, 


would do much to provide water. Each township, 
under a 1927 law, can provide fire fighting equip- 
ment, and there is little doubt but what money 
spent for that purpose would soon pay for itself 
many times over by reducing the annual loss of 
thousands of dollars in this county. 


.Townships do not falter in building $100,000' 


Schools,, while fire protection for every piece of 
. property, in any township could be offered at 
one-twentieth of that cost.
